A 47-year heat record was set 


here Thursday, the first full day 
of winter, when the mercury 
soared to 63 degrees in the after- 
noon—five degrees above the 
highest previous temperature re- 
corded here on any -December 
22. 


The nearest approach to yes- 


terday's record was on December 
22 1923, and the same date in 
1933 
when the high readings 


were 5S aegretb. 


Last year the temperatures for 


December 22 ranged between a 
more conventional 29 and 45 de- 
grees. 


Continuous local w e a t h e r 


records that start in 1903 show 
that temperatures above the 60- 
degree mark are not rare in 
December but never have oc- 
curred this late in the month.

PONTIFF CALLS 


FOR RELIGIOUS 


“RENOVATION” 


Vatican City, Deq. 23 (AV- Pope 
Pius VII called today for a “religious 
renovation of the modern world” 
during the 1950 Holy Year which the 
Roman Catholic church begins cele­ 
brating, tomorrow. 
The pope gave his call for a “great 
return" to Christian principles in 
his annual Christmas address to the 
400.000,000 members of the church. 
Pope Pius expressed the hope that 
when he inaugurates the Holy Year 
tomorrow by striking open the holy 
door of St. Peter’s Basilica, the door 
will open “for all humanity.” 
The 
Christmas 
message, 
the 
eleventh the pope has given, was 
in reply to Christmas greetings from 
the College of Cardinals. He spoke 
in Italian from the Vatican’s Con­ 
sistorial Hall. The speech was re­ 
broadcast around the world in 23 
languages. 
a Made Some Advance* 
The pontiff declared 
church 
had made advances in some parts 
of the world, particularly in Africa. 
But he said Christians cannot ig­ 
nore the grave dangers which re­ 
ligion faces in some countries of 
Europe and prostrate China. 
Tomorrow the pope will mount the 
steps of St. Peter’s before an an­ 
ticipated crowd of between 300.000 
and 500.000 gathered to witness the 
opening of the 25th Holy Year in the 
church’s 20 centuries of existence. 
Before the Holy Year is ended 
more than 6.000.000 pilgrims are ex­ 
pected to visit Rome to confess their 
sins, receive communion, visit the 
four patriarchal basilicas and recite 
required prayers, thus winning a 
full indulgence. That, in Catholic 
teaching, is a pardon of temporal 
punishment due to sin which other­ 
wise would have to be expiated u*.

GOD’S MESSIAH

Isaiah 9: 2-7; ll: 1-5 
Memory Selection: “Glory to God in 
the highest, and on earth peace 
among men with whom he is 
pleased!”—Luke 2: 14 
The lesson for Christmas Day is 
cast in poetic form. Nowhere in all 
the history of literature is the poetry 
of Isaiah excelled as we have it in 
these selected passages. But we are 
not engaged in a study of literary 
form. We are engaged in a review of 
the thoughts that are expressed, the 
truth.* that are conveyed. Our pur­ 
pose is to show how full of meaning 
for the present are the prophecies 
of long ago.

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PRAGUE GUNMAN 
WOUNDS BRITON 


Prague, Czechoslovakia, Dec. 23 


(/F)—The British embassy in Prague 
announced today that Donald M. 
Brander, 'director of the British In- 
stitute at Bratislava, was wounded 
last night by an unidentified gun- 
man who entered his house and shot 
him three times. 


Brander was shot twice in the 


thigh and once in the hand. The 
gunman escaped. A spokesman of 
the embassy said there was no evi- 
dence to show the reason for the 
attack. 


The British Institute is an organ 


of the British consul working for 
cultural relations between Britain 
and Czechoslovakia. 


Brander, father cf two children, 


has been stationed in Bratislava, 
capital of Slovakia, since early 1946. 
He is about 40 years old. 


The British embassy said Brander 


was taken to a hospital where an 
operation was performed. 


"Two of the three bullets were ex- 


tracted and Brander is resting com- 
fortably," the statement said. "He 
has given all possible information 
to the police who have put a guard 
on his house and are actively search- 
ing for the miscreant."

Pius vn called today for a "religious 
renovation of the modern world" 
during the 1950 Holy Year which the 
Roman Catholic church begins cele- 
brating tomorrow. '; 


The pope gave his call for a "great 


return" to Christian principles in 
his annual Christmas address to the 
400,000,000 members of the church. 


Pope Pius expressed the hope that 


when he inaugurates the Holy Year 
tomorrow by striking open the holy 
door of St. Peter's Basilica, the door 
will open "for all hamanity."

in reply to Christmas greetings from 
he College of Cardinals. He spoke 
in Italian from the Vatican's Con- 
istorial Hall. The speech was re- 
broadcast around the world in 23 
anguages.

The pontiff Declared the church 


had made -advances in some parts 
of the world, particularly in Africa. 


But he said Christians cannot ig- 


nore the grave dangers which re- 
igion faces in some countries of 
Europe and prostrate China. 


Tomorrow the pope will mount the 


steps of St. Peter's before an an- 
icipated crowd of between 300,000 
and 500,000 gathered to witness the 
opening of the 25th Holy Year in the 
church's 20 centuries of existence. 


Before the Holy Year is ended 


more than 6,000,000 pilgrims are ex- 
>ected to visit Rome to confess their 
sins, receive communion, visit the 
bur patriarchal basilicas and recite 
required prayers, thus winning a 
'ull indulgence. That, in Catholic 
caching, is a pardon of temporal 
punishment due to sin which other- 
wise would have to be expiated in 
purgatory before the soul might 
inter heaven.

Isaiah 9: 2-7; 11: 1-5 


Memory Selection: "Glory to God in 


the highest, and on earth peace 
among men with whom he is 
pleased!"—Luke 2: 14 
The lesson for Christmas Day is 


cast in poetic form. Nowhere in all 
the history of literature is the poetry 
of Isaiah excelled as we have it in 
these selected passages. But we are 
not engaged in a study of literary 
form. We are engaged hi a review of 
the thoughts that are expressed, the 
truths that are conveyed. Our pur- 
pose is to ShOW hOW full Of meaning 
for the present are the prophecies 
of long ago. This is not an easy task 
for Christinas, the day of our Lord's 
nativity, is cluttered up with cele- 
bration- features that are not con- 
ducive to seriousness. What we need 
is not so much a celebration as an 
observance of a great event in the 
history of God's dealing with man. 


Always a Prophet 


No matter how dark were the 


days in the long history of the 
ancient Hebrews there was always a 
prophet. Such a man is gifted with 
the sense of looking beyond the 
darkness of the present into the 
glorious light of the future. Isaiah 
was such a man. Jeremiah was an- 


The man on the street did, as a 


rule, not think of the Messiah as 
did the prophets. Practical men and 
full of ambition for their country 
looked for a leader who would re- 
store their nation to a former or 
even greater status. The prophets 
predicted the coming of a spiritual 
leader. They knew that Israel was 
hi difficulties because of waning 
spirituality and consequently weak- 
ness of character. In plain words the 
people's sins were their undoing. 
Upon the Messiah the prophets ex- 
pected would rest the spirit of Je- 
hovah, the spirit of wisdom, love 
and understanding. 


Many centuries passed from the 


time when God called Abraham out 
of his ease into a venturesome train- 
ing career until finally Jesus came. 
Now was realized the hope of the 
prophets. In Him was fulfilled the 
promise of God. It is the birthday 
of the true and expected Messiah 
we observe. We read a condensed 
account of Christ's coming in the 
second chapter of Luke's Gospel. It 
is glorious reading for the seriously 
minded, for in Christ lies the salva- 
tion of the individual and the world. 


Was Christ too long in coming? 


God has great patience. In the full- 
ness of time he completes his work. 
What example for reformers and 
.all,who strive for a better world! 
Every effort for the cause of right- 
eousness will move mankind nearer 
the realization of God's Kingdom on 
earth, "For lo, I am with you." 


How do we observe Christmas? 


There is much frivolity and much 
merchandising. But there is a grow- 


other. There were still others. Their i 
purpose was to keep the light of 
hope burning and always there was 
at least a "remnant" that responded. 
So God never left himself without 
a witness no matter how hopeless 
the condition of his people seemed 
to be. The aim was to usher in a 
period of peace when men would 
turn to ways of good will and "beat 
their swords into plowshares and 
their spears into pruning hooks" as 
Isaiah so graphically declared. 


A Person 


The new and peaceful age would 


come through a person. That person 
would be like a king in his righteous- 
ness and power. Isaiah almost ex- 
hausts his vocabulary in declaring 
that characteristics of this person: 
"Wonderful. Counsellor, Mighty 
God. 
The prophet envisioned 


the Messiah, the One whom God 
had chosen to represent- him in 
the world of men. That thought runs 
like a golden thread throughout th'e 
fabric of Hebrew prophecy. The ex- 
pected One would come from the 
family line of David. The prophecy 
was correct as the course of events 
proved.

Walhalla. S. C.. 
Twin water­ 
fall*. each higher than Niagara, 
apai dean Blue Ridge Mountain 
fastnesses along the North Carolina- 
flouth Carolina border but surpris­ 
ingly fem people ever view their 
beauty. Not many more people know 
they even exist. 
The falls, described by a U S 
Forest Service official as “ the most 
spectacular in the Appalachians," 
are secluded in a remote section not 
accessible to the average traveler. 
The fall* are on the Whitewater 
river, which flow* from North Caro­ 
lina's Nantahala 
National 
Forest 
Into South Carolina's Keowee river 
The upper fall* are about one mile 
north of the state line. The lower 
falls, three miles down the W hite­ 
water's steep rapids, are well inside 
this state and are included in the 
General Pickens division 
of the 
Sumter National Forest. 
Higher Than Niagara 
Both falls are more than IOO feet 
higher than Niagara. Their exact 


height is not known but Forest Serv­ 
ice contour maps show the lower 
falls to be approximately 280 feet 
high and the upper falls possibly 
may be nigher. Niagara Falls' top 


height is 187 feet. 
Thp lower falls may be reached 
by a one-quarter mile hike from a 
small lodre at the end of an aban- 
■ doned road, or trail, leading from a 
paved highway about IO miles amay. 
The upper falls are reached by a 
mountain road from Cashiers in 
Jackson county. N C. 
Hard To Resell 
Besides being hard to reach, the 
falls probably also have been neg­ 
lected because they mere for many 
years on property of a marginal 
lumber company. Tile area only re­ 
cently has been acquired by the 
Forest Service, mhich still is run­ 
ning preliminary surveys. 
Residents hereabouts long have 
known of the wonderful #Mshing in 
the Whitewater. Native brook and 
rainbow trout are reported abund­ 
ant. General knowledge of the falls 
goes back to at least 1826 They 
were described then by Robert Mills, 
noted South Carolina architect mho 
al*o mas a surveyor and geographer. 
The only falls of greater height 
i in the eastern United States are 
Georgia’s Tallulah Falls, about 25 
miles southwest.

W ith the gauzy or filmy type, this 
; ran be done by saturating them in 
; a solution composed of nine ounces 
of borax, four ounces of boric acid 
and one gallon of mater. After the 
material is thoroughly .saturated, it 
should 
wrung out by hand and 
hung to dry. This process will no* 
take amav flexibility or softness of 
the material. It does insure a meas­ 
ure of safety. 
Costumes Chum VfTirlrnts 
Again, the council warns a gainst 
wearing costumes too long or too 
loose. They may cause tripping acci­ 
dents. particularly while going up or 
down stairs or through hallways.

In 1900 this factor stood at 240 


and now is around 455, an increase 
of more than 89 per cent. (The^'ear 
1870 was rated 100.)

mate of the 
efficiency of each 


worker. 


Need Fewer Workers, 


In 1900 this factor was 151 and 


now is around 325, an increase of 
more than 115 per cent. 


Actually, fewer agricultural work- 


ers now are producing far more feed 
and materials than were produced in 
1900—and from approximately the 
same number of acres of croplands. 


Breaking down the increases that

2 WATERFALLS 


Walhall*. S. C, <£")—Twin water- 


falls, each higher than Niagara, 
spill' down Blue Ridge Mountain 
fastnesses along the North Carolina- 
South Carolina border but surpris- 
ingly few people ever view their 
beauty. Not many, more people know 
they even exist. 


The falls, described by a U.S. 


Forest Service official as "the most 
spectacular in the Appalachians." 
are secluded in a remote section not 
Accessible to the average traveler. 


The falls are on the Whitewater 


river, which flows from North Caro- 
lina's Nantahala National Forest 
into South Carolina's Keowee river. 
The upper falls are about one mile 
north of the state line. The lower 
falls, three miles down the White- 
water's steep rapids, are well inside 
this state and are included in the 
General Pickens division of the 
Sumter National Forest. 


Higher Than Niagara 


Both falls axe more than 100 feet 


higher than Niagara. Their exact 


height is not known but Forest Serv- 
ice contour maps show the lower 
falls to be approximately 280 feet 
high and the upper falls possibly 
may be higher. Niagara Falls' top 


i height is 167 feet. 


j 
The lower falls may be reached 


by a one-quarter mile hike from a 
small lodge at the end of an aban- 
doned road, or trail, leading from a 
paved highway about 10 miles away. 
The upper falls are reached by a 
mountain road from Cashiers in 
Jackson county, N. C. 


Hard To Reach 


Besides being hard to reach, the 


falls probably also have been neg- 
lected because they were for many 
years on property of a marginal 
lumber compam. The <uea oiilj it.- 
cently has been acquired by trie 
Forest Service, which still is run- 
ning preliminary surveys. 


Residents hereabouts long have 


known of the wonderful »fishing in 
the Whitewater. Native brook and 
rainbow trout are reported abund- 
ant. General knowledge of the falls 
goes back to at least 1826. They 
were described then by Robert Mills, 
noted South Carolina architect who 
also was a surveyor and geographer. 


The only falls of greater height 


in the eastern United States are 
Georgia's TaUulah Falls, about 25 
miles southwest.

KEEP PARTIES 
SAFE, WARNING 


FOR CHRISTMAS 


(By The Associated Pres^s) 
This is the season for parties. At 


home and in school eager groups of 
children gather to celebrate Christ- 
mas and the New Year Costumes 
will be worn, decorations hung and 
games played. 


And, timely indeed is the warning 


issued to parents and teachers by 
the National Safety Council In its 
December issue of Safety Education 


are to occur when costumes are wo* n 
at parties. 


Children should be discouraged 


from wearing costumes that are 
gauzy or filmy or made of paper, 
says the council. If they are worn, 
they should be made flame-resistant. 
With the gauzy or filmy tj-pe, this 
can be done by saturating them in 
a solution composed of nine ounces 
of borax, four ounces of boric acid 
and one gallon of \rater After the 
material is thoroughly saturated, it 
should be wrung out by hand and 
hung to dry- This process will not 
take away flexibility or softness of 
the material It does insure a meas- 
ure of safety. 


Costumes Cauac *°cidents 


Again, the council warns against 


wearing costumes TOO long or too 
loose They may cause tripping acci- 
dents, particulaily while going up or 
down stairs or through hallways. 


Costumes \\mch "requue" guns or 


any other type of play-weapon 
should be checked to see that no 
real guns and knives are brought to 


the party as pare of the costume. 


If masks are worn, they should 


fit well so that vision is not limited 
—either straight ahead or from side 
to side. Also, the eye holes, must be 
large enough and with smooth edges 
so that there is no possibility of 
cutting or otherwise injuring the 
eyes. Also, warns the council, masks 
must be removed before eating. Try- 
ing to eat through a mask may 
cause a child to choke. 


Part of the planning for any cos.- 


tume party is to impress those wear- 
ing costumes that they must not be 
worn to and from the school or 
home where the party is to be held 
and should never be worn while rid- 
ing a bicycle. 


Decorations for the party are also 


a hazard if the wrong kinds are 
used. For example, says the council, 
jack-o-lanterns should never con- 
tain lighted candles. Fire danger is 
too great. A small flashlight will be 
safer. 


Don't Block Stairs 


Never cover light bulbs with paper 


or any other kind of flammable ma- 
terial. Colored, gelatine type fire- 
proof coverings are sold for this 
purpose. All paper used for decora- 
tions should be made fire-resistant 
in the same way as are costumes. 


Christmas trees and decorations 


should never block stairs or other 
exits. A tree should be fresh with 
its base resting firmly in a container 
filled with water. Check carefully 
the tree lights and wires, making 
sure they are not frayed or worn.

Roses, strong and hardy as they

freezing and thawing. The idea is to 
keep the plant tem perature con­ 
sistently above the danger point. 
In the case of hybrid tea anc! 
florabunda roses, prune the canes to 
18 or 20 inches after the leaves have 
dropped. Soak plants and surround­

mound soil about eight inches high 
around the base of each plant. After 
the ground has frozen, protect the 
tops with a blanket of leaves, straw, 
evergreens boughs or similar m a­ 
terial.

The Sumerian legend of crest .on, 
carried on into later miUeniums, 
observed that “all lands were sea,

ROSES REQUIRE 
ALL-WINTER AID 


(By The Associated Pr«M) 


Roses, strong and hardy as they 


are, need 
winter protection 
in 


climates where there is alternate 
freezing and thawing. The idea is to 
keep the plant temperature con- 
sistently above the danger point. 


In the case of hybrid tea and 


florabunda roses, prune the canes to 
18 or 20 inches after the leaves have 
dropped. Soak plants and surround- 
ing soil with a fungicide, then 
mound soil about eight inches high 
around the base of each plant. After 
the ground has frozen, protect the 
tops with a blanket of leaves, straw, 
vergreens boughs or similar ma- 
erial. 
Climbing roses should be securely 


anchored to supports to .prevent 


hipping by the wind if they are 
Dcated in sheltered spots. Where 
emperatures 
are 
below 
zero, 


limbers should be removed from 
upports, laid on^the ground and 
overed with soil and layers of 
traw. Tree roses must be protected 
in all but warm climates—by trench- 
ng on one side of the tree, bend- 


th long cane carefully, pegging 


to the ground, and covering the 


ntire plant.

past Jubilees of the Catholic church 
But in the past, as for the 1950 
Holy Year declared by Pope Plus 
XTI. the hope for peace and the up­ 


lifting of men s hearts to spiritual 
life were primary motives for calling 
Jubilees. 
Countless thousands came, despite 
J the hardships of long Journeys, perils 
of war and the threats of bandits. 
From Fiance in the Middle Ages 
many devout Christians made 50-day 
barefoot walking pilgrimages. 
For the first Catholic Jubilee of 
which there is definite record—that 
declared by Pope Boniface V III in 
130(V_pilgrims 
came to Rome in 
such great numbers that they filled 
the streets "like an army that grows 
day by day." Many came on foot,

of the young. They came singing

Tile 
earthquake of 1349 
had wrought 
havoc in France and Germany, In 
Rome the roof of the Lateran ba­ 
silica fell and the Basilica of Saint 
Paul was damaged. Ludwig the B a­ 
varian descended upon Rome and 
put it to fire and sword. Tile winter 
was unusually bitter. But even sc 
more pilgrims came then in 1300. 
The 
fourth 
Jubilee 
was 
an* 
nounced by Pope Boniface IX for 
1400. 
Trouble continued to 
tear 
Rome, which was divided by the 
anti-papal schism The plague killed 
700 to 800 daily and bitterness rose 
against the Pope but large numbers 
made the perilous pilgrimage. 


Pestilence that had been spread- 
1 ing in Italy entered Rome during 
the sixth Holy Year, set by Nicholas 
V in 1450. Hospitals, churches and 
houses were full of the dead and 
dying. Paolo dello Mastro, a writer 
of that day, reported that people 
"fell dead in the streets like dogs." 
But pilgrims, nonetheless, continued 
to come to Rome. 
Fight With Luther 
Opening of the seventh Jubilee - 
that of Sixtus IV in 1475—found 
comparatively good times in Italy, 
Infamy was widespread and in 
high places when Alexander VI, who 
was Rodrigo Borgia, member of the 
then powerful family, declared the 
eighth Holy Year for 1500. It was 
this year that the ceremony of the 
holy door was established. 


The ninth Holy Y ear—called by 
Clement VII In 1525—found 
the 
Catholic church in the midst of a 
bitter fight with 
M artin Luther, 
apostate monk. Later It was em­ 


broiled with Henry VHI of England. 
The tenth 
Holy Year, that of 
Julius III in 1550, found Catholicism 
renascent. But when Gregory X III 
called the lith Holy Year in 1575, 
pestilence—from 
which 
strangely 
Rome itself appeared to be spared— 
was rampant in Italy. 
Clement XIV , who called the 19th 
Jubilee in 1775, died, and the Holy 
Year was celebrated by his succes­ 
sor. 
Pius 
VI, 
whose 
reign 
was 
troubled 
and complicated by the 
French revolution. Assailed by the 
Kingdom of Naples and Joseph II 
of Austria, Pius VI was taken to 
France, where he died In exile at 
Valence. 


No opening ceremony marked the 


21st Holy Year called by Pope Pius 
IX in 1875, a year when the Vatican 
was beleaguered and its relations 
with many states had deteriorated. 
The world was still suffering from 
1 the shock of World War I when 
Pope Pius X I—in 1925—called the 
I 23rd Holy Year. 
Eight years later, Pius X I called 
an extraordinary' "Jubilee of the Re­ 
demption” to commemorate In 1933 
the 19th centenary of the death of 
Christ. 
Tile humble millions and the great 
who come to Home in the 1950 Holy 
Year will walk on stones trod by 
princes, kings and emperors. 


Dante, poet of heaven and hell, 
i came from Florence for the first re- 
i corded holy year An 1300. 


The poet Francis Petrarch 
la- 
j merited the state of the church dur- 
! ing the 1350 Holy Year. Lucrezia 
i Borgia, of poison fame, then wife cf 
Don Alfonso of Aragon, gave much 
attention to her religious practices 
during the eighth Ju b ile in 1500. 
The tenth Jubilee in 1550 found 


I Saint Ignatius Loyola, founder of 
the Society of Jesus, helping the 
poor who came for the Holy Year. 
j Michaelangelo, then an old man, 
participated. 


Queen Catherine of Sweden gave 
up Lutheranism 
and returned to 
Rome for the 14th Jubilee Just 300 
years ago— in 1650 —and died here. 
Pilgrims of the past frequently 
had to run a gantlet ot bandits.

Whole Family Of 'Em 


D'Arrest is one of a whole family 


of tailless comets, about 40 in num- 
ber, all known as Jupiter's family, 
because this giant planet's gravita- 
tional pull is believed to have cap- 
tured them and made them part of 
the solar system There are a num- 
ber of other families of tailless 
comets. 


How they lost their tails is not 


certain. But the cause is probably 
visiting the sun too often. Comets,

of the comet's head by the pres- 
sure of sunlight.

SCIENTISTS 
PUZZLED BY 
TARDY COMET 


Denver, oP*—A tailless comet is 
puzzling astronomers 
Not because 
It has no tall, but because it doesn't 
run on time. These celestial ex­ 
presses usually arrive on time al­ 
most to the second each time they 
return for a whirl around the sun. 
Tile tailless comet is D’Arrest, 
! named after a French astronomer 
who discovered it in 1851 It returns 
each six-nnd-two-thirds years, but 
each time a few hours late 
Dr. W 
A. Recht, professor of 
mathematics and astronomy, and di- 


I rector of the Chamberlin Observa- 
; tory, University of Denver. Is watch­ 
ing for D'Arrest’s next return, in 
June. 1950, to study the mystery of 
the little fellow’s timing 
Whnlr f amily Of I m 
D'Arrest is one of a whole family 
of tailless romets, about 40 in num­ 
ber. all known as Jupiter's family, 
because this giant planet s gravita­ 
tional pull is believed to have cap­ 
tured them and made them part of 
the solar system There are a num­ 
ber of other families of tailless 
comets. 
How they lost their tails is not 
certain. But the cause is probably 
visiting the sun too often. Comets, 


in elliptical orbits, fly close to tile 
sun once each time around. 
A comet's tail appears only when 
[ it is close to the sun. The tail is 
dust and probably gases, forced out 
of the comet’s head by the pres­ 
sure of sunlight. Presumably some 
of the dust and pas gets lost every 
time, a comet sticks out its tail. 
System Expanding 
This loss is easy to realize when 
you remember that the lengths of 
comet's tails are enormous. In one 
of its visits to the sun the tail of 
the famous Hallev’s comet was esti­ 
mated at 100.000 000 miles. That is 
farther than from earth to sun 
Comets’ heads appear to be made 
of gravel and small stones, so widely 
.separated that if the stones were 
marbles there would be about a 
dozen to a cubic mile. Tile head* 
may be thousands of miles in di­ 
ameter. 
D'Arrest's irregularity should be 
due to the gravitational pulls of the 
planets. But all the known pulls fail 
to explain. 
If it proves that none of the ordi­ 
nary forces can account for D’Ar- 
rest’s tardiness, that will be a clue 
to something new and mysterious. 
There are. for example, theories that 
our solar system is expanding. Ex­ 
pansion might explain 
D Arrest's 
delays. Should that be proven, then 
it would follow that this expansion 
is having some sort of effect on the 
earth too.

Vy w»r. threat of war, plague and 
dtoorder were background, and some- 
time* foettround. for nearly all 24 
past Jubilees of the Catholic church. 


But in the past, as for the 1950 


Holy Tear declared by Pope Pius 
yn*. the hope for peace and the up- 


lifting of men's hearts to spiritual 
life were primary motives for calling 
jubilees. 


Countless thousands came, despite 


the hardships of long journeys, perils 
of war and the threats of bandits. 
From France in the Middle Ages 
many devout Christians made 50-day 
barefoot walking pilgrimages. 


For the first Catholic Jubilee of 


whJch there is definite record—that 
declared by Pope Boniface Vffl in 
1300—pilgrims 
came to Rome in 


such great numbers that they filled 
the streets "like an army that grows 
day by day." Many came on foot, 
the very old borne on the shoulders 
of the young. They came singing

When the second Jubilee was 


called in 1350 by Pope Clement VI 
the papacy was established 
at 


Avignon. Clement never came to 
Rome, where anarchy and disorder 
were then rampant and there was 
plague—the plague described by 
Boccaccio in his Decameron. The 
earthquake of 1349 had wrought 
havoc in France and Germany. In 
Rome the roof of the Lateran ba- 
silica fell and the Basilica of Saint 
Paul was damaged. Ludwig the Ba- 
varian descended upon Rome and 
put it to fire and sword. The winter 
was unusually bitter. But even so 
more pilgrims came then in 1300. 


The fourth Jubilee was an« 


nounced by Pope Boniface IX for 
1400. 
Trouble continued to tear 


Rome, which was divided by the 
anti-papal schism. The plague killed 
700 to 800 daily and bitterness rose 
against the Pope but large numbers 
made the perilous pBgrbnage. 


Pestilence that had been spread- 


ing in Italy entered Rome during 
the sixth Holy Year, set by Nicholas 
V in 1450. Hospitals, churches and 
houses were full of the dead and 
dying. Paolo dello Mastro, a writer 
of that day, reported that people 
"fell dead in the streets like dogs." 
But pilgrims, nonetheless, continued 
to come to Rome. 


Fight With Luther 


Opening of the seventh Jubilee— 


that of Sixtus IV in 1475—fovtod 
comparatively good times in Italy. 


Infamy* was widespread and in 


high places when Alexander VI, who 
was Rodrigo Borgia, member of the 
then powerful family, declared the 
eighth Holy Year for 1500. It was 
this year that the ceremony of the 
holy door was established. 


The ninth Holy Year—called by 


Clement VII in 1525—found 
the 


Catholic church in the midst of a 
bitter flght with Martin Luther, 
apostate monk. Later It was em-

broiled with Henry vm of England. 


The tenth Holy Year, that of 


Julius HI in 1550r found Catholicism 
renascent. But when Gregory XTTI 
called the llth Holy Year in 1575, 
pestilence—from 
which strangely 


Rome itself appeared to be spared— 
was rampant in Italy. 


Clement XIV. who called the 19th 


Jubilee in 1775. died, and the Holy 
Year was celebrated-by his succes- 
sor, 
Pius VI, whose reign was 


troubled and complicated by the 
French revolution. Assailed by the 
Kingdom of Naples and Joseph II 
of Austria, Pius VI was taken to 
France, where he died in exile at 
Valence. 


No opening ceremony marked the 


21st Holy Year called by Pope Pius 
IX in 1875, a year when the Vatican 
was beleaguered and its relations 
with many states had deteriorated. 


The world was still suffering from 


the shock of World War I when 
Pope Pius XI—in 1925—called the 
23rd Holy Year. 


Eight years later, Pius XI called 


an extraordinary "Jubilee of the Re- 
demption" to commemorate in 1933 
the 19th centenary of the death of 
Christ. 


The humble millions and the great 


who come to Rome in the 1950 Holy 
Year will walk on stones trod by 
princes, kings and emperors.

Coconut Squares 


Ingredients: For Crust: l'-i cups 


iifted all-purpose flour, '-•. cup augar. 
1/3 cup 
butter or margarine, 3 


tablespoons 
old-fashioned 
dark 


molasses.

(beaten), ?i cup sugar, 3 table-

Method: For Crust—Sift flour and 


sugar together. CUt butter or mar- 
garine to make crumb consistency. 
Add molasses; mix well, and pat 
into an ungreased 8 x 12-inch pan 
Bake 10 to 15 minutes in a moderate 
i350°F.) oven. The top of the crust 
will be slightly soft, but do not in- 
crease baking time. For topping- 
Mix the eggs, sugar, flour, salt, bak- 
ing powder, molasses, nut meats, and 
coconut.

(350°F.) oven for 25 minutes. The 
top will be slightly soft, but do not 
increase baking time. Leave in pan 
to cool. Cut into 36 squares. 


Molasses Crisps 


Ingredients: 3 cups-sifted all-pur- 


pose flour, Vt cup sugar, 1 teaspoon 
baking soda, 1 teaspoon salt, 2 tea- 
spoons ginger, 2 teaspoons cinna- 
mon, % cup shortening, IVa cups old- 
fashioned molasses (heated). 


Method: Sift together the flour. 


sugar, baking soda, salt, ginger, and 
cinnamon. Cut shortening into mix- 
ture to resemble crumbs. Stir in 
warm molasses. For drop cookies 
drop % teaspoon batter at a time 
onto greased cookie sheets; flatten 
tops to '/4-inch thickness with a 
glass covered with a damp cloth. 
Bake in a moderately hot (400'F.)

Christmas Ceckie Canes 


I 
Ingredients: % cup softened but- 


ter or margarine, % teaspoon salt, 
2 teaspoons almond flavoring, 
Vi 


cup sifted confectioners' sugar, 'i 
cup old-fashicned molasses. % cup 
finely chopped nut meats, 2Vi cups 
sifted all-purpose flour. 


Method- Cream together butter or 


margarine, salt, almond flavoring, 
and sugar. Add the molasses and 
nut meats. Stir flour into mixture, 
about 3 tablespoons at a time. Chill 
dough until it is stiff enough to 
handle. Shape small pieces of dough 
r.o resemble candy canes, keeping 
hands and board dusted with con- 
fectioners' sugar instead of flour. 
Bake on lightly greased cookie sheets 
in a slow (325°F.) oven for 15 to 
20 minutes or until ligrftly browned. 
Cool on pan 1 minute before remov- 
ing to wire cake cooler. When cold, 
decorate as follows: 
Sift confec- 


tioners' sugar and measure 1 cup 
for use: stir in 5 teaspoons water. 
Spread over cookies with a paring 
knife; place on wire cake cooler for 
icing to harden. Then stripe with 
red and green icing made as fol-~ 
lows: For each color stripe desired, 
stir 2 teaspoons water and 1 drop 
vegetable coloring into V2 cup sifted 
confectioners' 
sugar. Drip 
icing 


across cookie canes from end of 
teaspoon or paring knife to form 
stripes.

Labor's Share In 


Building Cost Same 


New York, <*)—The labor portion 


of construction cost is about the 
same today as 20 years ago. Myron 
L. Matthews of the Dow Service 
Building Reports, finds the per- 
centage of building cost involved in 
payrolls on the site varies among 
projects, but the average has ranged 
between 32 per cent and 38 per cent. 


"For one-family houses averaging 


under $5,000 without land," he says, 
"the payroll ranges around 40.7 per 
cent, as against 325 per cent for 
houses in the $5.000 to $10,000 group, 
and 30.7 per cent for houses costing 
$10.000 and over. Labor cost in rela- 
tion to total cost has been greater 
on large-scale operations than on 
small projects. The higher percent- 
ages were experienced in the admit- 
tedly make-work housing projects of 
the Public Works Administration in 
the 1935-1937 period." 


Cincinnati, (IP)—Something in dust 


that causes sickness was described 
to the American Roentgen Ray so- 
ciety meeting at Cincinnati. Twelve 
men cleaning a dusty tower in Cin- 
cinnati got it; 40 men at Camp 
Crowder, Mo., cleaning dusty rooms;

says non-recognition can't last for­ 
ever. 
In the long run, he says, the w ith­ 
holding of recognition 
is not 
a 
powerful lever. U. S 
recognition 
gives prestige and strength to a new 
government, but once other govern­ 
ments have accorded recognition, a 
nod from the U. 8 would not mean 
so much as it would now 
By 
withholding 
recognition 
at 
this time, the U. S hopes to make 
it clear to the Chinese Reds that it 
doesnt intend to accept on an equal 
diplomatic footing any nation which 
doesn t fulfill It* international obli­ 
gation. The Reds' m istreatm ent of 
Angus Ward and other American 
citizens was enough in itself to dis­ 
gust American diplomats. 
To obtain American recognition. 
Secretary of State Acheson has said, 
the Chinese Communists must not 
only live up to their international 
obligations. They also must control 
their

country, 
and 
the 
Chinese 
people 
must 
at 
least 
acquiesce in their rule 
lam* Standing Custom 
For 
generations 
the 
American 
government has required that new 
government* meet those test* before 
they are recognized Thomas Jeffer­ 
son first formulated the viewpoint 
that rec .ninon doesn't mean ap- j 
proval—only that the U S acknow- J 
ledges existence of the regime. 
“It is recognition of a set of facts, 
nothing more,” says Secretary of 
8tate Acheson. "We may have the 
gravest reservations as to the m at­ 
ter in which it has come into power. 
We may deplore its attitude toward 
civil liberties. Yet our long-range 
objectives in the promotion of dem ­ 
ocratic institutions may, in fact, be 
best served by recognizing it and 
thus maintaining a channel of com­ 
munication with the country in ­ 
volved". 
Recognition of a new government 
has advantages for both sides That s 
the reason some other countries are 
reported to be eager to recognize 
the Chinese Reds as soon as possi­ 
ble. It opens the channels of dip­ 
lomatic intercourse Before recogni­ 
tion envoys of foreign powers have 
no immunity, no diplomatic status. 
They are treated like private citi­ 
zens and can be of only limited use 
to the governments they represent. 
If an envoy of a country you d o n t 
recognize turns up in your coun­ 
try. you can deport him as an alien 
illegally In your country. 
Authority With President 
An unrecognized government can’t 
be prosecuted before international 
tribunals in case it falls to live up 
to treaties and other obligations. 
One government doesn’t have access 
to the courts of another nation u n ­ 
less it is recognized, It couldn’t sue 
to enforce contracts and to obtain 
damages for confiscation of prop­ 
erty. Under such circumstances, a 
government finds it hard to make 
loans or to write contracts for pur­ 
chases. 
The authority to recognize a new 
government rests with the President. 
This has been standard procedure 
for many years, although at times it 
has been argued that the power was 
held Jointly by the President and 
Congress.

SAYS CHILDREN 
MUSICAL FROM 
THEIR INFANCY 


<Bv The A tM r iilr d Pre**) 
Ifs easy to teach a child how to, 
understand music, says Kay Kyscr. I 
The popular "Professor of the Col­ 
lege of Musical Knowledge" main- j 
tains th at right from the cradle 
practically every child Is musical 
and It bs fairly simple to channel j 
his musical talents into constructive 
lines as he progresses through the 
years. 
In a recent statem ent, Kyser ob­ 
served: "You’ve seen a youngster 
shaking his rattles, haven’t you? He 
likes the noise it m akes and he 
learns the fundam entals of rhythm 
at the same time. Later, when that j 
misguided uncle gives him a set of 
drum s for this third Christm as, the 
child will give you practically end­ 
less dem onstrations of ju st how much 
he knows about rhythm .” 
Keyboard Test 
Toe ability to distinguish between 
harm ony and discord comes fairly 
early, too, he say*. W hen a baby Is i 
learning to sit up. prop him near a 
piano and watch him swing at the 
keyboard. At first he ll bank away 
at a ftstfull of notes every time, but 
eventually he will m ake the dis­ 
covery that he gets a more pleasant 
ton lf he strikes Just one key. Later 
he’ll find out th at it is even more 
pleasant when he hits certain com -, 
bination* of notes. 
Nursery rhymes are another im- j 
portant step in the development of 
musical memory .says Kyser. A child 
bs more likely to be interested in the 
musical adventures of “Three Blind 
Mice" than in a Mozart sonata, and 
it is a good idea to let him progress 
by easy stages. 
"W hen you are buying toy instru- j 
m ents be sure th a t they are true 
to pitch," the “professor" advises I 
"Otherwise they may set the child 
back in developing an "ear” for pitch, j 
W ith a little guidance you can help 
the child develop a pleasant tone I 


in singing those nursery rhym es and 
other sim ple jingles and sing them 
with som e regard for pitch.” 
Once h e is steady on his feet, 
rhythm begins to mean som ething 
more th a n beating a drum o r kick­ 
ing ag a in st the foot of his crib. Give 
him m usic th at has a strong, definite 
rhythm (m arches are excellent), and 
his n a tu ra l impulse is to dan ce. 
Arousing Interest 
Of course, one of the best w ays to 
teach anything is to make it a part 
of daily life. For that re a so n , a 
parent who is anxious to te a c h his 
child m usic would do well w ith a 
phonograph and a good reco rd li­ 
brary. Sim ple, rather short selections 
are best, 
for primary Instruction. 
Show th e child pictures of th e va­ 
rious 
m usical 
Instruments, 
then 
point o u t how they are used in 
records being played for him . 
Arousing Juniors interest in the 
works of great masters is a Job th a t 
can be done in easy stages. S aint 
Saens. fo rcxample, wrote "T h e C a r­ 
nival of th e Animals," which should 
delight 
any child. T c h a ik o v sk y * 
• N utcracker Suite” and P rokofleff’s 
"Peter an d the Wolf” are am ong 
other compositions which h a v e an 
im m ediate appeal to children and 
serve as a fine introduction to the 
more ponderous works by th e sam e 
com posers, he says. 
There are some excellent records 
designed especially to help children 
start early In their recognition of 
the classics For instance, th e re is 
one 
illustrated 
album 
n a rra tin g 
simple stories against classical music 
backgrounds Here the story of Billy 
Eee is told to the tune of R im sky- 
K o rsak o ff "Plight of the B um ble­ 
bee”; th e story of the ugly duckling 
to S aint Saens’ "The Swan."

Long Standing Custom 


For generations the American 


government has required that new 
governments meet- those tests before 
they are recognized Thomas Jeffer- 
son" first formulated the viewpoint 
that reo jrution doesn't mean ap- 
proval—only that the U. S. acknow- 
ledges existence of the regime. 


"It is recognition of a set of facts, 


nothing more," says Secretary of 
State Acheson. "We may have the 
gravest reservations as to the mat- 
ter in which it has come into power. 
We may deplore its attitude toward 
civil liberties. Yet our long-range 
objectives in the promotion of dem- 
ocratic institutions may, in fact, be 
best served by recognizing it and 
thus maintaining a channel of com- 
munication with the country in- 
volved". 


Recognition of a new government 


has advantages for both sides That's 
the reason some other countries are 
reported to be eager to recognize 
the Chinese Reds as soon as possi- 
ble. It opens the channels of dip- 
lomatic intercourse. Before recogni- 
tion envoys of foreign powers have 
no immunity, no diplomatic status. 
They are treated like private citi- 
zens and can be of only limited use 
to the governments they represent. 
If an envoy of a country you don't 
recognize turns up in your coun- 
try, you can deport him as an alien 
illegally in your country. 


Authority With President 


An unrecognized government can't 


be prosecuted before international 
tribunals in case it fails to live up 
to treaties and other obligations. 
One government doesn't have access 
to the courts of another nation un- 
less it is recognized It couldn't sue 
to enforce contracts and to obtain 
damages for confiscation of prop- 
erty. Under such circumstances, a 
government finds it hard to make 
loans or to write contracts for pur- 
chases. 


The authority to recognize a new 


government rests with the President 
This has been standard procedure 
for many years, although at times it 
has been argued that the power was 
held jointly by the President and 
Congress 


At 
any rate 
Congress must 


acquiesce, for no ambassador can be 
accredited until the Senate has con- 
firmed him. In China's case, the 
administration has promised that 
the President would not extend 
recognition until after the State 
Department had discussed the mat- 
ter with the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions committee. 


In 1913, when the question of 


recognizing the new Chinese Repub- 
lic came up, the issue was hotly de- 
bated. A group in Congress felt 
that the President was delaying too 
long and a resolution was intro- 
duced declaring that the new gov- 
ernment was recognized. But it

SAYS CHILDREN 
MUSICAL FROM 
THEIR INFANCY 


(By The Auoei*t«d Press) 
It's easy to teach a child how to 


understand music, says Kay Kyser. 
The popular "Professor of the Col- 
lege of Musical Knowledge" main- 
tains that right from the cradle 
practically every child is musical 
and it is fairly simple to channel 
his musical talents into constructive 
lines as he progresses through the 
years. 


In a recent statement, Kyser ob- 


served: "You've seen a youngster 


aakmg nis rallies, haven't jou? He 


likes the noise it makes and he 
earns the fundamentals of rhythm 
t the same time. Later, when that 
misguided uncle gives him a set of 
rums for this third Christmas, the 
told will give you practically end- 
ess demonstrations of just how much 
e knows about rhythm." 


Keyboard Test 


The ability to distinguish between 
armony and discord comes fairly 


early, too, he says. When a baby is 
earning to sit up, prop him near a 
iano and watch him swing at the 
eyboard. At first he'll bank away 
t a fistfull of notes every time, but 
ventually he will make the dis- 
covery that he gets a more pleasant 
ton if he strikes just one key. Later 
ie'11 find out that it is even more 
ileasant when he hits certain com- 
inattons of notes. 
Nursery rhymes are another im- 


portant step in the development of 
nusical memory ,says Kyser. A child 
is more likely to be interested in the 
musical adventures of "Three Blind 
Aice" than in a Mozart sonata, and 
t is a good idea to let him progress 
by easy stages. 


"When you are buying toy instru- 


ments be sure that they are true 
to pitch," the "professor" advises. 
'Otherwise they may set the child 
back in developing an "ear" for pitch. 
With a little guidance you can help 
the child develop a pleasant tone 


in singing those nursery rhymes and 
! other simple jingles and gteg' tfcem 
with some regard for pitch." 


Once he is ^steady on his feet, 


rhythm begins to mean something 
more than beating a drum or kick- 
ing against the foot of nis crib. Give 
him music that has a strong, definite 
rhythm (marches are excellent), and 
his natural impulse is to dance.

Of course, one of the best ways to 


teach anything is to make it a part 
of daily life. For that reason, a 
parent who is anxious to teach his 
child music would do well with 'a 
phonograph and a good record li- 
brary. Simple, rather short selections 
are best, for primary instruction. 
Show the child pictures of the va- 
rious musical 
instruments, then 


point out how they are used in 
records being played for him. 


Arousing junior's interest in the 


works of great masters is a job that 
can be done in easy stages. Saint 
Saens, fo rexample, wrote "The Car- 
nival of the Animals." which should 
delight any child. Tschaikowsky's 
'Nutcracker Suite" and Prokofleff's 
"Peter and the Wolf" are among 
other compositions which have an 
immediate appeal to children and 
serve as a fine introduction to the 
more ponderous works by the same 
composers, he says. 


There are some excellent records 


designed especially to help children 
start early in their recognition of 
the classics. For instance, there is 
one illustrated album narrating 
simple stories against classical music 
backgrounds. Hers the story of Billy 
Bee is told to the tune of Rimsky- 
Korsakof's "Plight of the Bumble- 
bee"; the story of the ugly duckling 
to Saint Saens' "The Swan."
